They declared that they were 
all drunk on the night of the incident on the 

Bank. They all expressed a bitter hate 
of England. Mr. Wyon was himself attacked 
by drunken sailors while riding in the country 
in the presence of some officers, who did not 
take the slightest notice. His immunity from 
serious maltreatment during his stay at Canea 
was due to the fact that he pretended to be a 
German, as no Englishman's life would have 
been secure at the hands of these ruffians. All 
the sailors expressed open contempt of the 
capacity of their officers. 

The following incident is sufficient to show 
the discipline prevailing. Two officers of 
different ranks had a dispute on board a 
destroyer. They quarrelled in front of the 
crew and the inferior officer drew a revolver on 
his superior. The latter jumped into the sea 
to save his life, but as he could not swim he 
was nearly drowned. He was picked up and 
got ashore, where he stayed for three days, 
during which time he was always drunk. On 
the fourth day he came aboard and made it up 
with the other officers. This destroyer is now 
at Piraeus. She ran down a Greek vessel after 
leaving Crete, and damaged herself so consider- 
ably that she had to go into dock at Piraeus.

“AL HAYAT.” 


_—— 


To residents of Egypt in search of quiet and 
fresh air, Helouan is well known. Visitors come 
in increasing numbers every year to enjoy the 
dry, keen air of the waste and to find a new 
Biskra at the edge of the Arabian desert, and 
we have only to look down on Helouan from 
the neighbouring hills to realise the steady 
growth of the town. New villas, pensions, and 
hotels are springing up everywhere, but there 
is ample room for expansion, and it will bea 
long day before Helouan becomes overcrowded. 

Of the new establishments that have sprung 
up in the last two years “Al Hayat” is indis- 
putably the finest, combining, as it does, the 
most modern sanitary andarchitectural improve- 
ments with every advantage in the way of 
situation. Founded with the intention of 
affording invalids and persons in need of quiet 
a comfortable abode fitted up with all the 
appliances known to modern hygienic know- 
ledge, Al Hayat was first opened last Christ- 
mas. Built upon limestone rock, it lies about 
290 feet above the level of the Nile and about 
5 minutes’ walk east of the Helouan Railway 
Station and W.E. of the Bathing Establish- 
ment. The entrance of the main'building faces 
North locking towards the Observatory, while 
away to the West lies the town, from which the 
Sanatorium is absolutely separated, a good 
150 yards dividing it from the nearest houses. 
As the whole building stands within its own 
grounds, which have an area of 40,000 square 
metres, there is no danger of its ever suffering 
from the extension of the town, of which it is 
quite independent, 

Taking the lift from the entrance to the 4th 
floor a passage leads to the dining hall, which 
forms the middle block of the building. 

The ground floor of Al Hayat contains the 
servants’ quarters and the Ist floor is reserved 
for the management, manager’s quarters, offices, 


medical reception-rooms, doctor’s rooms, medico-’ 


mechanical appliances, and baths of all sorts— 
electric, vapour, sand and galvano-faradic—for 
the treatment of invalids ordered to carry out 
a “cure.” The water for the’ bath-rooms is 
supplied by the Helouan Water Company and 
passes through a large Howatson sand filter, 
while for drinking purposes it is filtered a 
second time by: the Berkfeld process. 

On the 2nd, 3rd and 4th floors, all of which 
are served by a lift, are the bed-rooms, eighty 
in number, with private sitting-rooms for 
visitors. Nearly all face due South, looking 
into the inner court and garden of the hotel, 
round the N. side of which, and also facing 
South,run theopen “Liegehallen” and verandahs, 
comfortably furnished with ‘“Liegestuhls” and 
chairs and screened from the desert wind (some- 
times too keen even at Helouan) by the dining- 
hall and the buttress of rock on which the 
pavilion stands. In this open space invalids 
can enjoy to the fulla clear view westward 
commanding the town of Helouan, the Nile, 
and the whole field of Pyramids from Mena 
House to Bedrashein without being in the 
least troubled by glare or wind. Smuts are 
unknown; thanks to the employment of four 
smoke consumers, and at night the garden is 
lit up by electric are lamps. 

There is room here for over 100 persons, but 
the problem of ventilation has not been neglect-

ed and air and light are secured by 27 windows 
which give fine views on all but the north side. 
The floor of the dining hall is-parquet, a bal- 
cony canaccommodateat least 20 musicians, and 
prompt table service is guaranteed by the sys- 
tem of lifts communicating with the kitchens 
on the ground floor. Needless to say, there is 
enormous storage room below, and the number 
of ice-chests and cupboards is sufficient for 
every emergency. 

From the dining-room a glass corridor leads 
to the south gallery adjoining the billiard- 
saloon and thence through another glass 
walled passage one reaches the pavilion, which 
is without question the most attractive feature 
of the establishment, and which contains the 
hall, a card and smoking-room, music-room, 
reading-room, library, lavatories, etc. All 
round the southern and western face of the 
pavilion, and on the south side of the gallery 
and corridors, runs a terraced verandah giving 
a fine view of the Arabian desert towards 
Wadi Guerawi and Wadi el-Rachid and con- 
nected by a path with the southern garden 
descending in a series of terraces to the tennis- 
court, croquet-grounds, shooting-gallery, and 
gazelle pens. Within 30 yards of the asphalt 
tennis court, but separated and quite hidden 
by a rocky spur, is a large hollow amphi- 
theatre destined for sun-baths similar to those 
80 largely resorted to at Bad Yeldes in 
Camithea. This, again, is absolutely screened 
from the desert wind, while it isa matter of a 
few seconds only to step out of the hotel

ing walks with fine desert scenery and splendid 
air can be taken in half-a-dozen different 
directions. 

To the east of the main building are a series 
of outbuildings, containing wine-cellars, laundry, 
and ironing-rooms, and a building quite separate 
from the main body of the hotel for the reception 
of cases of infectious or suspicious diseases 
should any unhappily occur. In this little 
hospital pavilion are 5 bedrooms built round
